This Patent hath in it 2 
ſharp Sting, though it be not ſo general a Grievance 
as that of Inns. That there hath been in this Bu- 
ſineſs of Gold and Silver Thread the King's Hand 
eight Times abuſed, viz. Firſt in two Patents, next 
for two Proclamations, then in two Commiſſions, 
and laſtly by two Indentures under the Great Seal. 
That the King hath been herein abuſed in his Judg- 
ment by falſe Informations and Promiſes, that 4

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this Means there ſhould be brought into the King- 


dom Ten Thouſand Pounds per Annum; whereas Sir 
Giles Mompeſſon confeſſed, there was not one Penny- 
worth brought in. And it was alſo alledged to his 
Majeſty, that this was a new Invention and Trade free 
in England, whereas it is proved to be an ancient 
Trade here in this Town, uſed above Forty Years 
ſince. The King hath been abuſed in his Honour, 
to have his Name uſed in fo ill a Work. The King 
hath been abuſed in his Juſtice, that there ſhould be 
a Commiſſion of Oyer and Terminer in ſuch a Buſi- 
neſs, and for the Puniſhment of thoſe that oppoſed 
this Patent; for it was never known that a Commiſ- 
ſion of Oyer and Terminer was ever granted to 
ſtrengthen any private Patent. That his Majeſty 
had been abuſed in his Profit, for the Patentees and 
Agents in this Buſineſs promiſed, that by this Means 
the King ſhould not be a Loſer in his Cuſtom; which 
was far otherwiſe, as by the Cuſtom Books is mani- 
feſt. That the Kingdom and Subject was abuſed by 
this Patent, for there was no Gold Thread by this 
Means brought in, which was wont to yield above a 
Third Part; but on the other Side it was proved by 
the Patentees* Books, that they have melted Twenty 
Thouſand Pounds per Annum, and it was alledged 
they had melted Thirty-fix Thouſand Pounds per 
Annum. It was proved, that theſe Men did melt 
Quickſilver and mix it with their Silver. The Li- 
berty of the Subject hath been by theſe Men in- 
fringed, for that ſuch Commiſſioners have exerciſed 
a Power to impriſon and take away the Goods of 
poor Men at their Pleaſure. Theſe Patentees do 
appoint a certain Number of Workmen, who are 
taſked to make a certain Quantity of Gold and Sil- 


ver Thread by the Week, and no more nor leſs, or 


otherwiſe there is enjoined a Forfeiture for Puniſh- 
nent of them; a Cruelty not heard of ſince the I, 
raelites came out of Egypt: And the Patentees im- 
poſed the Payment of Three Shillings and Fourpence 
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to be paid out of every Six Shillings that theſe Poor 
Workmen gained; and this was to go to the Charges 
of the Commiſſioners, and other Buſineſs for the 
Execution of that Patent. And theſe poor Work. 
men are bound in good Bond to make a certain 
Quantity a Week, and no more nor leſs, and alſo tg 
allow the ſaid Three Shillings and Fourpence Impo- 
fition towards the Charge of the Commiſſioners, 
The Gold Finers are alſo bound to give an Account 
Monthly to theſe Commiſſioners, of the Sale of all 
the Gold and Silver Thread which they uttered, and 
of the Names and Surnames of every of theſe to 
whom they ſold it. That this Buſineſs went but 
ſlowly on, till Sir Giles Mompeſſon came into the Com. 
miſſion, ſince which Time there was five Times a 
much made as there was before. That Sir Gile 
Mompeſſon threatened ſuch as refuſed to enter into 
ſuch inconvenient Bonds, and likewiſe ſuch as refuſed 
to be bound not to meddle any more with that Ma- 
nufacture; that he (being a Commiſſioner in that 
Buſineſs) would fill all the Priſons in London with 
them, and that they ſhould rot in Priſon, unleſs they 
would enter into ſuch Bonds : And, when he could 
not by any Means compel them to enter into Bond, 
he left them, ſaying, a heavier Hand ſhould follow 
them; and then ſhortly after they were (as before 


is mentioned) committed by Sir Henry Yefverton, at 


the Importunity of Sir Edward Villars; and albeit 
Sir Anthony Ben, then Recorder of London, offered 


for their Bail to be bound in Two Hundred Thouſand | 


Pounds Bond, ſo as the poor Men might be releaſed, 
yet it would not be taken. Whereupon the. Lord 
Mayor and the City.of London petitioned the King, 
who preſently commanded they ſhould be releaſed; 


ſaying, he would not govern his People by Bond: 


Theſe Commiſſioners did take away the Goods of 
theſe poor Workmen who refuſed to enter into Bond, 
and of divers others that they found working in that 


Manufacture, infomuch as ſome of the poor ”_ 
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faid, that, if the Party who took away his Goods 


Man, he would have indicted him for Robbery. 
There was one Veal, who having brought over Leaf

Duties for it, and having alſo paid other Demands 
| made by the Patentees (whereof Mr. Dyke had Three 
Shillings and Fourpence a Paper) yet could not the 
poor Man have his Papers delivered to him.

APTAIN Thomas Hill exhibiteth a Petition 5, jcrn 
againſt Sir Jahn Bennett, ſhewing, that Eight Bennere's 
Years paſt, one William Hill (Couſin to the Peti- ſe x 
tioner) died inteſtate, worth in his Eſtate about Six 
Thouſand Pounds: That albeit the next of Kin- 
dred put in Caveats into the Court Chriſtian, and 
did demand Adminiſtration, yet Sir John Bennett 
gave away the Adminiſtration to one Fuſt, a Stran- 
ger, and one whom the ſaid William Hill in his Life 
time did not very well affect; and that this was 
done by Practice between one Lord, a Barber and 
Stranger (with whom Elizabeth Hill, Mother of the 
Inteſtate, ſojourned) and the ſaid Fuſt and Sir John 
Bennett: That at firſt this Fuſt pretended a Letter 
of Attorney from Elizabeth Hill {Mother of the In- 
teſtate, and an old, ſenſeleſs and bedrid Woman) 
that he the ſaid Fuſt ſhould have Letters of Admi- 
niſtration ; but after he flew from his Letters of 
Attorney, and, by Combination with the ſaid Sir 7obn

Mx. Smith examined faith, that the Mother of 


the Inteſtate, to whom Sir Jobn Bennett granted 
the Letters of Adminiſtration by Confederacy with 
Lord and Fuſt, was an Alien, Eighty Years old, bed- 
ridden, and ſenſcleſs. 8 
g. Bancroft was Executor to Fuſt, the Adminiſtrator, 
Six John Bennett anſwereth, that, becauſe he had 
heard, that this old Woman Mrs. Hill was ſenſeleſs, 
he went to her Chamber to ſee her, and talked with 
her a Quarter of an Hour, when fhe was very well, 
and walked with him all that Time in her Chamber, 
and talked as ſenſible, as ever he heard any Woman 
that was not above Sixty Years old: That a Judge 
of the Prerogative may give Letters of Adminiſtra. 


tion to a Stranger, and none of the Kindred can 


have any Remedy againſt him for doing ſo, albeit 
they have put in Caveats.—A Caveat doth intimate, 
that no Letters of Adminiſtration may be granted, 
till they, who have entered the Caveat, be heard;

Richard Adams examined ſaith, that he is a Couſin 
German to the Inteſtate William Hill > That the

Tas Fiſhmongers allege, that this Patent was

Ms. Sollicitor ſaith, that the Maſters of the 
Chancery do deſire by their Petition, that, in Re-

Il, albeit Sir Villiam Cope had no Notice 
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Proceedings and Debates of the 
Twenty ; and yet, becauſe the Plaintiffs were not 
preſent, they would not proceed, unleſs the Defen- 


dants would pay the Fees for the Plaintiffs + and ſo 
for that Time the Buſineſs was put off, nothing 
being then done; which Cauſe is not yet heard, it 
being twelve Months ſince. 


SIR Ebwell Thelwell, a Maſter of the Chancery, ex- 
amined ſaith, that the Conſideration of the granting 
of theſe Fees expreſſed in the Privy Seal was re- 
ferred to all the Judges, who certified their Opi- 
nions to the Committee, appointed for this Buſi- 
neſs by the Council Board. He ſneweth a Report 
from the Lord Chancellor Bacon, Lord Trea- 
ſurer * Montague and Sir Henry Yelverton, who de- 
fired by the ſame Report, that there might be more 
Judges added to them to conſider of that Buſineſs: 


' whereupon the King's Pleaſure was, that the Judges 


Opinion ſhould be aſked; and the Judges did ac- 
cordingly deliver, by Word, their Opinions to the 
Lord Chancellor Bacon, Lord Treaſurer Montague, 
and Sir Henry Zelverton, but would not certify their 
Opinions under their Hands. The Judges who 


were Aſſiſtants, were the Lord Treaſurer Monta- 


gue, then Chief Juſtice of England, the Lord Ho- 
bart, Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas, Chief 
Baron Tanfeild, and Juſtice Dodridge. He further 
faith, being demanded, that there was not a Penny 
given by the Maſters of the Chancery to any one, to 
procure the Privy Seal for the aforeſaid Fees ; but, 


after the Privy Seal was granted, all the Maſters of 


the Chancery, ſave two or three, gave the Lord 
Chancellor Bacon One Hundred and Fifty Pounds 
apiece, for a Gratuity for what was done; and 
hoping alſo, that his Lordſhip would be a Means to 
reſtore them to the Benefit which was anciently be- 
longing to them. He faith, in Defence of the Privy 
Seal, that by the Stat. of 21 H. 7. a Judge may 
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create Fees in his own Court; and that he hath Sir | 
Jo. Walters's, Mr. Noyes, Mr. Damport's, and other 
good Lawyers Opinions, that accordingly Judges 

may create Fees in their own Courts: That the 
Judges of all the Courts at Weſtminſter have in-

Judge Popham did, by the Queen's Command, en- 
quire how many Men, Women, and Children there 
were in Loxdon, and they then found that there were 
to be numbered about 9go0,000 Perſons :—That it 
was proved, that there were 1100 Lobſters taken 
away by the Patentees from one Man: — That the 
now Lord Chancellor, then Attorney General, was 
a Referree, and certified and drew the Patent ;— 
That he alſo procured the Patent for theſe two Pa- 
tentees, who were his Servants, and impriſoned ſome 
who did offer to hinder the Execution of this Patent. 

IT is by Queſtion reſolved to be the Opinion and 
Judgment of the Houſe, that this Patent is a

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Conctxnin the Bill for free Fiſhing in Virginia 
and thoſe Parts. 

Six Edwin Sandys faith, that the King divided 
Virginia into two Colonies, viz. the Southern Colo- 
ny, and the Northern Colony ; which Northern Co- 
lony was ſince, when a Fiſhing was appointed there, 
called New England :—That the Fiſhing in this new 
Colony, called New England, 1s far better than that 
of Newfoundland; and, by Reaſon of a Patent which 
prohibits all our Countrymen to fiſh there, there 
fiſh now Frenchmen and Dutchmen in Abundance ;— 

That the Fiſh there is fairer and pleaſanter than the 
_ Fiſh at Newfoundland, and, if the Bill for the freer 
Liberty of fiſhing in thoſe Parts paſs, there is good 
Hope that this Kingdom may in Time gain 100000 l. 
per Annum in Coin; for all Countries will give way 
to carry out Money for Victuals, of which Kind of 
Victuals they there hope to furniſh both our own and 
other Countries :—That in this Northern Colony 
there is Salt to order, barrel and preſerve the Fiſh 
which ſhall be taken in thoſe Parts. | 

Mx. Secretary faith, that Virginia, New England, 
Newfoundland, and thoſe other foreign Parts of Ame- 
rica, are not yet annexed to the Crown of England, 
but are the King's as gotten by Conqueſt; and 
therefore he thinketh it worthy the Conſideration of 
the Houſe, whether we ſhall here make Laws for 
the Government of thoſe Parts; for he taketh it, 
that in ſuch new Plantations the King is to govern 
it only by his Prerogative, and as his Majeſty malle 
think fit: and, if in any thing he (being a Miniſter 
of the King's Prerogative) may put us in Mind of 
his Majeſty's Prerogative, then in this:. That the

Brooke faith, that in 11 H. 7. this Houſe 
made a Law which tied Ireland, before it was an- 
nexed to this Crown; and the King's Prerogative is 
not touched or impeached by it, for what is here 
done 1s done but by the King himſelf ; for his Ma- 
jeſty hath a negative Voice, ſo as he may refuſe whe- 
ther any ſuch Bill may paſs or no, though it hath 
before paſſed both Houſes.

CoMmiITTEE, Concerning Trade, and the Cauſe 
of Want of Money. 

IT is alleged, that one Reaſon why there is no 
more Money coined is, that the Mint is raiſed to too 
high a Rate for Coinage ; for there is now paid Fif- 
teen Shillings for Coinage, which in Queen Eliza- 
beth's Time was but at Seven Shillings and Sixpence. 

MR. Withers examined faith, that the greateſt 
flouriſhing of Trade for Cloth was in 1605 :—That 
in Ayno 1601 there were yented in the Archduke's 
Country Eight or Nine Thouſand Cloths ; and there 
is now Three Thouſand, or Three Thouſand Six 
Hundred Cloths leſs vented than there was then. 

Mz. Neale, a Member of this Houſe, faith, that 
the Impoſitions laid on the Merchandiſes of this 
Kingdom, by all the Companies, amounteth * 
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leſs than Twenty Thouſand Pounds per Annum, be- 
ſides the Cuſtoms and Impoſitions laid on Trade by 
the King: And there is now no Place whither a 
Merchant may trade, but there is a Company of it, 
and none may trade thither, unleſs he be free of that 
Company ; for there is a Barbary Company, a French 
Company, another Company for Germany, a Muſcovy 
Company, an Eaſt India Company, a Spaniſh Com- 
220 and ſo of all the principal Places of Trading 

eyond the Sea: And that there is Power given to 


every Company by his Patent, to reſtrain Trade as 


they liſt, and to lay what Impoſitions they will on 
Trade; and beyond Sea, when they hear that the 
Impoſition on any Merchandiſe is raiſed, they there 
alſo, after our Example, raiſe their Impoſitions. 

Ir is the Opinion of all the Committee, that it is 


againſt the Treaty for any foreign Prince or State, 
which is in League with us, to raiſe any Impoſition } 


upon any Merchandiſe of this Kingdom, albeit they 
lay it on their own Subjects; for our Merchants 
muſt abate in the Prices what is impoſed on the Fo- 
reigner's Subjects, or otherwiſe the Merchants there 
will not buy our Merchandiſe. ® 

Mx. Neale thinketh, that we take a wrong Courſe 
to find out the Cauſe of the Decay of Trade, by ex- 
amining the Merchant Adventurers, who are the 
moſt principal Decayers of Trade, by the great Im- 
poſitions they lay on it. | 

Tu Merchant Adventurers ſay, that, in the Arch- 
duke's Country, there was laid upon a Pack of Cloth 
in Auno 1602, Nine Shillings; and in 1612, there 
was laid Twelve Shillings upon a Long Cloth, and 


Eighteen Shillings on a Worſted Cloth and on a co- 


loured Cloth; and though theſe Rates were laid on 
the Subjects of thoſe Parts, yet the Merchants there 
would not buy any Cloths of our Merchants, unleſs 
they would abate thoſe Rates, thus raiſed on them,

in the Prices of their Cloths :—That there was a 


Complaint made by the Merchants there, to our 
8 12 Ambal- 
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Ambaſſador there, called Mr. Trombole ; and all the 
Anſwer that was returned from the Archduke was, 
that the Treaty was not well obſerved on either Side, 
and that, if our King would, there ſhould be Com- 
miſſioners to look into it, to redreſs it on both Sides: 
bur nothing was done in it. They ſay further, that 
the beſt Sort of Cloths are now fold as well as ever 
they were and better, and they are only the coarſer 
Cloths that are fallen; and this is, becauſe there is 
great Store of thoſe coarſer Cloths made beyond 
Sea, ſince the Project of dyeing and dreſſing. 

Mx. Withers examined faith, that the Women in 
the Low Countries were wont to wear Hukes of 
Cloth from the Top of the Head down to the Sole 
of their Shoe, both Winter and Summer; but now 
they wear all the Summer their Hukes made of a 


Stuff which we call Silk Raſh; and this is one Cauſe 


that in thoſe Parts there is not now vented ſo much 


of our Woollen Cloth as was wont : but he faith, 


that thoſe Kinds of Silk Raſh cannot be made with- 
out our combed Wool, which is conveyed from Can- 
zerbury and other Parts of this Kingdom. 

IT is alleged, that Mr. Towerſon uſeth (by Virtue 
of his Office in the Company of Merchant Adven- 
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turers, being their Deputy) to give blank War- 


rants dor mant for to ſhip Kerſeys and coloured Cloths, 
there being expreſſed in the Warrant neither the 
Ship's Name nor the Party's Name that is to ſhip 
the ſaid Goods that are therein expreſſed ; ſo as his 


Name, and the Seal of the Company is ſet to it, it 


is a ſufficient Warrant to, the Officer to ſhip the 
ſame Cloths: and a Foreigner, by this Means, may 


ſhip forth Kerſeys or coloured Cloths in an Engliſp. 
man's Name, and ſo deceive the King of his Cuſ- 


toms; for he may, under Pretence of this War- 

rant, paſs any of thoſe Cloths as one of that Com- 

pany, and fo not pay double Cuſtom, which all Fo- 
reigners ſhould do. e 

Mz. Towerſon faith to this, that it hath been the

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Cuſtom always to give the ſaid blank Warrants dor- 
mant, and that he giveth a Thouſand of them in a 
Year, or his Son (who keepeth the Company's Seal) 
doth give them for him ; but he ſubſcribeth with

faith, he hath never above Twopence for ſuch a 
Warrant, unleſs ſometimes a Gentleman, who ven-

Tux Council of the ſaid Nilliam Spencer faith, that 
this Spencer, for Reward of the Service he did in the 
Buſineſs againſt the Duichmen, in finding forth their 
Tranſportation: of Gold, was made one of the Six 
Wardens of this Company of Goldbeaters ; bur, af- 
ter that he made better Gold Folia than any of the 
Patentees, the Maſter and other Five Wardens ſent 
their Warrant to the Conſtable to ſearch in the ſaid 
Spencer's: Houſe, and there to ſeize all his Gold and 
Silver Folia, and alſo all his Fools and Inſtruments; 
which the Conſtable (being accompanied with the 
faid Maſter and Five Wardens) did accordingly. 


This is confeſſed by the ſaid Conſtable ; who faith 


further, that the ſaid Officers, having procured a 
Warrant to bring the ſaid Mr. Spencer before Mr. 
Recorder Heath, who had expreſſed that it ſnould be 
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free for the ſaid Spencer to go and come free to the 


faid Recorder, whoſe Priſoner he was; and that yet 


(notwithitanding the Clauſe in the ſaid Warrant) 


ſome of the' Wardens did arreſt the faid Spencer (as 
the ſaid! Conſtable was having him before the Re- 
corder, by Virtue of his Warrant) on an Action of 
Three Thouſand Six Hundred Pounds Debt; and 
albeit the Conſtables. told the Serjeants, and ſhewed 
them and the ſaid Wardens the Recorder's {aid War- 
rant, yet the ſaid Wardens, tearing the Recorder's 
Warrant, carried the fail Spencer to Priſon, where 


he lay Six or Eight Weeks. This is alſo confirmed 


by Mr. Spencer in every Particular. 

Tazrz is a Clauſe in the Patent to ſeize ſuch 
Men's Goods and Tools as ſhould be found in the 
Hands of any Workmen that were not of _ Com- 

ny, and to ſeize the ſame. 

Sin Samnel Sandes ſaith, that the King may make 
a Patent for any Corporation, and albeit the King's 
Attorney do enlarge it too far, yet is the Creation 
of the Patent lawful for the King to grant; and 
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therefore he deſireth, that the Queſtion may be put 
ſeverally ; firſt, for the Execution of the Patent, and 
then for the Creation of it. | 

IT is, by the Committee of the whole Houſe, on 
the Queſtion adjudged, that the Patent of Gold- 
beaters is a Grievance both in the Creation and Ex-

Sis William Pope's Council faith, that Sir William 
Pope deſireth to be remedied againſt a Decree made 
againſt him in the Chancery ; tor that the Cauſe, on 
which the Decree was made, is proper for an Action 
on the Caſe at the Common Law; for that the Na- 
ture of the Promiſe, which is alleged to be made by

- faith, that this Cauſe is not ſubject to the Common 
Law, for that the Contract is not ſubject to Proof 
there; becauſe the Performance of the Promiſe con- 
ſiſts on the Teſtimony of the King, and the King is 
not to teſtify in any Buſineſs :—That this Contract 
was not to give him Honour (for that lay not in Sir 
George Marſhall's Power to do) but for Labour and 
Pains to procure him this Honour of Knight of the 
Bath, which only the King granteth. For the De- 
lay, it was in Reſpect of the Affinity between the 
Two Parties, they having married Two Siſters; and 
Sir George Marſhall, in Reſpect thereof, forbore to 
ſue Sir William Pope, thinking he would at length 
pay him: and the Forbearance of it ſo long makes 
it more reaſonable and juſt, that it ſnould be paid at 
laſt; it being delayed only for the ſaid Pope's Good. 
As for the Award made, this Buſineſs was never ſub-

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ject to it, but the Award was for other Differences 


between the Two Parties. 
A Mxss AE from the Lords to acquaint us, that

brooke by ill Uſage, being laid in an ill and un- 
wholeſome Lodging with Irons, fell into a Fever, 
and could not be releaſed till he had petitioned the 
Lords of the Council; and that ſhortly after the 
Warden, again taking ſome Diſcontent againſt Sir 
John Whitbrooke, lodged him with one Mr. Boulton, 
albeit he knew the irreconcileable Malice and Dif- 
ferences that were between the ſaid Sir John Whit- 
brooke and Mr. Boulton; and that thereon ſhortly af- 
ter Sir John Whitbrooke was wounded by Mr. Boul- 
ton in two or three Places, whereof the ſaid Sir 


Jobn Whitbrooke died, and on his Death-Bed ſaid, 


that the ſaid Warden was the Cauſe of his Death :— 
That, when Sir John Whitbrooke was to be buried, his 
Lady ſent Eſcutcheons to be put on his Coffin; but 
the Warden would not permit them to be put on, 
whilſt he was in the Fleet, ſo that they were glad, 
when they had the Corpſe forth, to ſtay in the Street 
to put the Eſcutcheons on his Coffin: — That the 
Priſoners of the Fleet have uſually, by being often 


removed by the Warden forth of one Lodging into 
another, 
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another, loſt their. Monies and Clothes That the 
Warden, on the other Side (for ſuch as would give 
him his unreaſonable Demands) hath procured Ha- 
beas Corpus on falſe Pretences, and by Colour thereof 
hath permitted ſuch Priſoners to go whither they 
would, at their Pleaſure. 

Mr. Hackwell reporteth from the Comittee for ex-
